to modernize the telephone system, the 
power plant, and the street railway sys- 
tem. 

The telephone system requires $1,000,- 
000 to outfit it with new and up-to-date 
equipment, The replacement of the ma- 
chinery at the power plant, so as to bring 
that enterprise up to the standard of pre- 


To rehabilitate the street railway will re- 
quire $1,000,000. 

All these expenditures should be under- 
taken forthwith. The power plant is at 
the limit of its capacity, and operating 
with obsolete machines. The street rail- 
way is far gone in a process of general de- 
n ization. The telephone system is so 
out of date that that type of equipment is 
no longer being manufactured. 

From one source or another, this sum 
of $3,500,000 will have to be spent, almost 
in the immediate future. That is a high- 
ly important fact to be taken into consid- 
eration when the question is raised wheth- 
er the city will continue to operate these 
utilities or will sell the telephone system 
to the provincial Government, and make 
an agreement with a company to take care 
of the power requirements. 

There is on hand a reserve fund of 
|| $500,000, This has been accumulated by 
the telephone department, the power plant, 


strect railway, together, It is not enough 
to recondition any one of the three utili- 
ties in question. In addition to it, the bur- 
gesses will have to be called upon to pro- 
vide $3,000,000 of new capital, should the 


|| city continue to operate these enterprises. 


With that fact in view the course 


which the city council ought to take is 
clear. Council has no mandate to sell or 
lease any one of the utilities—nor to tie 
it up in an agreement of any sort with an- 
other system by which the city’s control 
would be involved. On the other hand 
council has no mandate to pledge the tax- 
payers to make a new capital expenditure 
of $3,000,000 for the reconditioning of 
these utilities. 

Council presumably could—as was pro- 
posed—-spend the $500,000 of reserve 
fund in buying new boilers for the power 
plant—or in new equipment for one of the 
other utilities. But what would be the 
position if council did that and the tak- 
payers then turned down the bylaws for 
the balance of the money? Of what use 
would be up-to-date boilers harnessed to 
out-of-date generators? Council should 
keep that reserve fund scrupulously in- 
tact until it is found out whether the city 
is to continue operating the utilities, and 
whether the taxpayers will put up the re- 
maining money needed to put these in effi- 
cient condition, 

The offers which have been made, and 
any others which may be made, to supply 
the city with power should be studied in 
detail until their meaning in dollars and 
cents, and all other important particulars, 
is understood; and then put before the 
burgesses for their decision as to whether 
they wish to close with any one of the of- 
fers or reject all of them. 

The proposal of the provincial Govern- 
ment to buy the telephone system should 
be subjected to thorough and impartial 
analysis, and its terms made public, and 
this also submitted for the judgment of 
the taxpayers, 

And at the same time there should be 

submitted the money bylaws to raise the 
sums which will have to be raised should 
the burgesses decide that they prefer to 
keep and operate these enterprises under 
direction of the city council. 
That is the one plain and straight-for- 
| ward line of action that council can take. 
It can follow no other course without set- 
ting at defiance the principle that the tax- 
payers have a right to control their own 
property, To do that would invite a con- 
dition of deadlock between council and 
taxpayers, from which no good could pos- 
sibly come, and from which harm must re-

A BUNCH OF STUDENTS,

What makes the estrangement, the 
lack of understanding between the old 
and the young of this generation is 
the psychological 
distance between 
them; it is far 
more than a mat- 
ter of years, it's a 
matter of feeling 
wand thinking 
There is a com- 
mon purpose to

Today we have explored the deep 
sources in human nature, and have 
erected upon the foundation a new 
way of looking at life. Dr, Sigmund 
Freud, of Vienna, now in his 72nd 
year, is responsible, more than any 
one man, for this change of view; and 
if he were to regard himself as respon- 
sible for all that has been held to fol- 
low from his radical venture, his load 
of responsibility would be great in- 
deed, 

As for dates, the first Freudian case 
of psychoanalysis dates from 1881 
but was not published with a definice 
system of interpretation until 1895 
From then until 1910 Freud had u 
hard struggle. Medically he Was un- 
orthodox and his method of practice 
considered irregular. The emphasis 
which he placed on such a fantastic 
and trivial process as dreaming (1906) 
deepened the distrust; and his views 
on sex were shocking in more senses 
than one. 

However, he kept on writing and 
observing and interpreting; he had a 
few followers who spread the doctrine 
in no country more successfully than 
in the United States—a newer land 
more hospitable to innovations and 
renovations. Both Freud and Jung, 
the most distinguished and independ- 
ent of his disciples, came to this coun- 
try in 1910. 

From then on psychoanalysis came 
with a rush; and with it has come an 
amazing freedom in discussion, of sex 
affairs particularly, which is some- 
thing of a shock to even the most Hb- 
earl of the outgoing generation. More 
things than Freud have combined to 
make the radical change in socia) 
standards, but Freud has been pretty 
influential in the process. Whether 
the generation thus freed from old- 
time repressions will live more happily 
and attain higher-standards of mental 
fitness than their predecessors remains

Some people keep their emotions 


stored away—packed lovingly in 
mothballs and camphor, so to speak, 
always promising to use them for 
some big event and then find them so 
atrophied from lack of use that there 
is no store from which to draw, A} 
great many others live too normal and 
placid an existence to use the great 
depth of their emotions very frequent- 
ly for their own affairs. And so we 
have the realms of drama—the stage 
and the screen—to provide emotional 
exercise, 

‘To Reginald Barker the first necess- 
ity for any motion picture is a very 
strong emotional appeal. It comes 
ahead of its pictorial value. No mat- 
ter what your background, no matter 
who your actors, if you don’t concoct 
your drama of tears as well as laugh- 
ter, of terror as well as calm, the 
picture is an empty shell, pretty, per- 
haps, but shallow, untrue, promptly 
forgotten. 

Mr. Barker directed “The Toilers,” | 
opening feature when the Monarch 
starts sound picture showings Monday, 

The emotional power of Barker's 
pictures has been thoroughly tested. 
His first big picture, which was in| 
1914, was ‘The Wrath of the Gods,” 
It was a sensation in its day—a day 
when five reel productions were just | 
coming into being. He followed this | 
up with “The Typhoon” which, though 
spectacular, did not forget to take a | 
wallop at the heart. “The Bargain,” | 
which introduced W. S, Hart to the 


screen, “The Coward,” “The Devil,” 
George Behan’s “The Italian’—all 
stirring, “Shell 43” was terrifying in 


its emotional reaction and it is in-| 
teresting that, despite the many ex- 
cellent things H. B. Warner has done | 
on the screen in the intervening years, | 
he lists this as one of his two best 
pictures, 

Right up through the years come 
the Barker successes, all of them 
striking at the emotions with delicate 
human touches, sympathetic heart ap- 
peal and tremendous dramatic clim- 
axes, 

Uses Emotional Rhythm 

And now Reginald Barker has put | 
his familiar stamp on “The Toilers”, | 
his newest production and his first | 
for Tiffany-Stahl. “The Toilers” 
starts with gentle tugs at your heart-| 
strings, but when its story is finished | 
that necessary organ is as twisted anc | 
battered as it can be without being 
broken. Emotions run throughout 
with the rhythm of a pendulum, | 
swinging from galety to tragedy, from | 
humor to sorrow, tightening the clamp 
on your heart—making the characters 
® little nearer and aearer and more | 
real to you, 

In the light of the character of the 


Barker production, it is interesting to 


tie the laces of his shoes, But when 
the family met with reverses ther 
were times when they hardly knew 
where the next meal would come from, 
Then he had to cook, take care of the 
house and even wash the clothes. 

His own mother died when he was 
born, but his stepmother was a won- 
derful woman who loved her husband's 
son with a beautiful devotion. Both 
she and his father were deeply re- 
ligions. Reverence and exaltation went 
like a fine gold thread through the 
boy's emotional life, 

Reggie was of such a sympathetic 
nature that his father figured he had 
excellent qualities for the making of 
a doctor or a surgeon, but, wnen only 
ten years old he surprised and shock- 
ed his father by answering the ques- 
tion as to what he wanted to be when 
he grew up was, “An Actor.” 

The family sternly disapproved, His 
stepmother, before her marriage, had 
been a costume designer in yndon 
and had worked for Ellen Terry and 
other famous English stars, While she 
Sympathized with Reggie's ambition, 
she joined his father in trying to per- 
suade him to forget the stage. 

Thrilled By His First Play 

Then came young Barker's first 
play. He had difficulty in persuading 
his father to take him, because in

Operation of Machines is 
Explained by 


Expert

equipment at the Capitol and Mon- 
arch theatres and has explained iis 
operation in terms understandable by 
& lay-msn. 


The Monarch theatre is being 
equipped with the very latest sound 
picture equipment, When completed, 
it will be one of most up-to-date in- 
stallations in Canada, embodying the 
most recent developments and im- 
provements as used in ‘ie big New 
York theatres, 

The degree of perfection to which 
“talking movies" have been brought 
will probably surprise those who have 
never heard them, It is safe to say 
that everyone would be surprised tc 
see hoW much equipment is necessary 
to make the screen talk. The Monarch 
apparatus arrived in thirty large 
wooden crates and weighed nearly 
three tons. 

Perhaps a brief account of how the 
sounds are produced will be of interest 
First of all, it should be stated that 
two distinct systems will be used at 
| the Monarch, usually known as 
| Movie-tone and Vitaphone 

In the former the sounds are actu- 
ally photographed on to the film, This 
is done by amplifying the orlgina' 
sounds until they are strong enough 
to vary the intensity of a special elec- 
tric lamp which is focussed onto the 
edge of the film, The result is a band 
of horizontal lines of varying thick~- 
nesses, running all the way down the 
side of the film. These

A two tube amplifier, somewhat | 
similar to a radio amplifier, is located 
close to the cell and this boosts up the | 
tiny impulses until they could be} 
heard in a telephone headset. They 
are now fed into a powerful amplifier 
mounted on a rack at the back of the! 
booth, There they pass through 
various controls and finally go out 
to the back of the staye. 

Here there are two large wooden 
horns supported in a steel tower 15 
feet high. Each horn has a receiver 
attached to it which is fifty times as 
efficient as the average radio loud- 
speaker unit, and which will reproduce | 
voices and music more faithfully thar 
anything else ever put on the market 
The electrical impulses, now in a 
very much magnified state, are fed tc 
the loud-speakers and thus we get 
sound from our film, 


A special screen is used which} 
allows sound but not light, to pass 
through it. Consequently the horne 


can be placed immediately behind the 
screen and we have a perfect lusion 
of the sound coming from the picture 

Vitaphone employs records similar 
to those used in gramophones, to re- 
produce sounds. These records are 
produced at the same time as the 
picture and a set of them accompaniey 
each film to the theatre. 4 turn- 
table is run by the same motor that 
drives the projection machines, and 
the sound ts obtained from the record 
by means of an electro-magnetic re- 
producer

Canadians In U.S, 
Of Doubtful Status | 
Must Enter Again

WASHINGTON, April 12—A genera!

Canadians in the United States ille- 


gally, will be issued by the ent 
of im tion within a few days. It 
will e it as easy as possible for 


Canadians who came into this country 
before the present immigration laws 
came into effect to clear up irregulari- 
ties in their entry. 

Thousands of Canadians are living 
in this country whose status is dubious 
under the law but in most cases they 
will be required only to return to the 
nearest border point, enter the coun- 
try legally and pay their head tax and 
visa fees, 

Immigration officers are not pre- 
pared to discuss the terms of the new | 
general order yet, but they admit it | 
will be issued within a few days and

TORONTO, April 13.—"One woman 
Wo visited tn our ‘Caravan Work’ in 
the northwest had saved for seven 
years to purchase an ollcloth for the 
dining room table.” Miss Dorothy 
Scott, speaking before the Protestant 
Women's Federation, said the first 
caravan went out from the diocese of 
Qu'Appelle in 1920 under the charge 
of Miss Eva Havel, At-present there 
were nine caravans in the west, and 
last year Miss Hazel was successful {1 
raising $8,000 in England with which 
she carried on work in Caledonia near 

the Peace River district. 

The speaker explained the operation 
thus: The caravans carry religious lit- 
erature which they distribute, 
of pupils who would like to join the 
Sunday school by post are solicited; 
homes and schools are visited, and 
meetings called wherever practicable 
for the purpose of furthering religious 
knowledge, Each caravan is in charge 
of two girls; one drives and the other 


teaches. Each travels an average of 


2,000 miles in the summer months and 
penetrates those areas that are far 
from the teach of student missionaries 
or churches, 

Miss Scott gpent the summer of 1028 
with @ caravan in northern Saskat- 
chewan and she related some of her 
experiences, “Sunday school post" 
had become closely connected with the 
caravans.

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DANDRUFF AND FALLING HAIR 


The commonest cause of loss of halr 
is the neglect of dandruff. The scalp 
}4s not kept scrupulously clean, but & 
; allowed to accumulate quantities of 
flaky scales which collect germs and 
choke the pores, In cases Ike this the 
dandruff should be loosened or brush- 
ed out once a week and the hair sham- 
pooed thoroughly. Oareful drying of 
the hair after washing is very impor'- 
ant. Many cases of baldness in men 
have been attributed to wetting the 
hair dally without drying it afterward 

After the greasy dandruff has been 
removed the scalp should be painted 
with a lMquid Castile soap or green 
soap, and then shampooed., Before 
the scalp ts quite dry a scalp tent 
may be rubbed in, Solutions contain- 
ing at least 50 per cent of alcohol are 
usually better for correcting ofly dand- 
ruff than water solutions. An added 
}advantage in favor of the former ts 
| that they dry quicker, If their effect 
on scales proves too drying, however, 
glycerin or castor oll may be mixed in, 

When baldness comes gradually, the 
hair becoming thinner and thinner, 
the change is not so much due at 
first to an actual decrease in the 
number of hairs as to the decrease in 
the size of the individual hairs, 
process 1s, of course, different when 
loss of hair ls due to disease. In this 
case, when the hairs grow in again 
|} they are of the same thickness as be- 
fore. 

When the dandruff its dry and 
abundant a hot oil treatment should 
be taken before the shampoo and a 
little olly salve rubbed into the scalp 
every day or so. Castor oil may be 
used used for this purpose or a mixture 
of one-half dram of precipitated sul- 
phur and one ounce rose ointment. A 
good shampoo preparation for this 
condition is Hquid tineture of green 
soap with a little Russian minerel oi! 
added in the proportion of three part: 
oll and 100 parts soap. 

Most cases of dandruff will yleld to 
regular treatments in a rather short 
time, but the condition tends to recur 
The treatments that are described 
above should be taken weekly from 
three to six months at least, and 
thereafter they may be taken at Jonger 
intervals, say, twice monthly. It ts 
very important to avold reinfection 
from combs, brushes, hairpins and 
hatbands that have not been thor- 
oughly cleansed, These objects should 
be washed and disinfected whenever 
the halr is shampoed, so that they, as 
wel) as the hair, mav be clean, 

Besides applying salves or astrin- 
gents to the scalp and keeping it clean 
do not forgel to massage it well v.nen- 
ever these applitatio.s are made, 
The hair must also be brushed daily, 
not only to keep it glossy, but also to 
exercise the tiny muscles in the scal 
The scalp should be loose and not 
tightly adhering to the skull; it should 
move freely when massaged,

Dr, Whitelaw at the subsequent in- 
quest admitted not having sent the 
girl to hospital and accepted respon- 
sibility therefor, He was censured by 
the jury, 


Following is the resolution passed 
by the Women’s Canadian Labor | 
Council: 


“Be it resolved that we, the execu- 
tive of the Women's Canodian Labor 
Council, recommend to the mayor, 
commissioner and aldermen of the cily 
of Edmonton, the immediate dismissal 
of Dr, Whitelaw as medical health of- 
ficer of Edmonton on account of his 
inhuman negligence and treatment of 
Freida Schneider, and on account of 
Dr, Whitelaw refusing to co-operate 
with the woman magistrate in caring 
for the unfortunate girl, as we feel 
that Mrs. Murphy is representing all 
the women of Edmonton at police 
headquarters.”

District Are in Fine 
Shape 


Roads in the Edmonton district, 
! speaking generally, are in splendid 
| condition, according to a statement 
| issued on Saturday by J. Allen Moe 
Neill, of the Alberta Motor Associa- 
tion, 

Mr. McNeill has supplied the fol- 
lowing information on the highways 
in this district for the benefit of Bul- 
letin readers: 


} Edmonton to Athabasca 
and Peace River 
| This highway is in fair shape to 


| Morinville, Clyde and as far as Perty- 
| vale from which point to Athabasca 
ls in bad shape but passable. Atha- 
basca to Smith still being used but 
getting worse as the frost comes out. 
Also still passable to Slave Lake, From 
Slave Lake west, travel is on the lake 
as far as Canyon Creek and the ice 
is still reported as being good. From 
| Canyon Creek to Kinuso roads impass- 
able owing to depth of snow in tim- 
ber along the route, Several cars lave 
made it by detouring on the ice and 
also driving on the railroad tracks 
From Kinuso to High Prairie in tair 
shape. The balance of the Peace River 
and Grande Prairie roads are more or 
less heavy owing to the frost coming 
out.

Initial Work Counts Most | 
in Growing of High 
Class Roses 


By H. A, HOLLAND 

No other flower can produce as 
much enthusiasm as a rose, but one 
must start right to get results. Rose 
growing needs only common sense and 
the capacity ‘for taking pains; it is 
the initial work that counts, 

First consider the type of soil and 
see which class of rose it will best 
suit. A really good rose soil is one 
which clings to the spade. Soils are 
generally classified according to the 
proportion of sand and clay contained | 
in them, thus a loamy soil containing 
40 per cent, to 70 per cent. of clay is 
good for hybrid teas and a clay loam 
70 per cent. to 85 per cent. of clay 1s 
good for hybrid perpetuals, yet at the 
same time roses are grown in nearly 
any kind of soll except in soils which 
do not contain more than 10 per cent. 
weight of clay. 

Where possible, choose a position ‘or 
your roses on ground that falis slightly 
towards the south of southwest, re- 
membering that roses are sensitive to 
cold, heat, wind and close confine- 
ment, but are particularly gratefil 
for the shelter afforded by tall trees, | 
yet should not be planted too near 
large trees or. shrubbery. Roses most 
suitable for bedding purposes should 
posses three qualification, viz.: Hardi- 
ness. dwarf habit and free flowering. 

Having decided upon the site, pro- 
ceed just as soon as the frost is out 
of the ground to prepare it for the 
reception of the rose bushes. The 
chief thing in making a rose bed is 
to dig deeply. It is perhaps asking 
@ lot but if the ground is dug to the 
depth of from two and a half to three 
feet, much will be saved in after years. 
Trenching is the best preparation, 
that is, moving the two upper feet |

Visual Effects Varied | 

In buying paper it is always well to 
take home a small sample, pin it up 
and get the effect both by day and by 
night. The effect at night may be 
very different from that by daylight, 
Oftentimes it is economy to get a 
whole roll of paper, hang it by fas- 
tening lightly to the mouldings, and 
try living with it for a time, This ts 
particularly the case with the more 
distinctive papers. 

Wallpaper may almost be said to be 
& worker of miracles. A narrow, 
dreary hall may be made cheery and 


{friendly old-fashioned floral 
designs, or bright, warm colors, Strip- 
ed paper in a low ceiled room appar- 
ently raises the ceiling. By the use 
of one of the lovely large patterns 
available, the large room is kept in 
scale; by small all over patterns in 
light colors the small room is com- 
fortably enlarged. 

Where there are many doors and 
windows, walls have a “spotty” ap- 
pearance. There are two means of | 
ft least diminishing this effect. A 
design emphasizing the horizontal will 
detract interest from the vertical op- 
enings. A color which tones in with 
the woodwork will permit the offend- 
ing casings to efface themselves to 
some extent.

of soil from one trench to the neat 
and then stirring up the third [oot 
thoroughly. | 

The ground prepared and the plants 
arrived, carefully unpack (that is 
providing there is no frost), and lay | 
the roses in by the heel, that is, dig a 
trench in some protected spot and 
lay the plants in side by side, the re- 
moved earth from the trench forming 
a back on which they may lean. If 
more roses than will fill the first 
trench, dig another trench parallel to 
the first, throwing the earth out of 
the second trencly into the first, cove 
ering the roots of the roses already 
laid in. See that the soil covers the 
roots back and front so that they will 
not lie hollow, tread slightly and re- 
peat the process so iong as there are 
plants to lay in. Plants so treated 
will remain uninjured should planting 
be deferred for a week or so. 

On the other hand, !f the bundle 
arrives during frosty weather, do not 
unpack but put away in a sheltered 
place for a few days. In the process 
of unpacking, see that the roots do 
not become dry and if they do, dip 
both roots. and wood in a tub of 
water before laying them in the 
trench, 


How to Plant 

If in a bed, a distance of, say, two 
or two and a half feet apart for hy- 
brid teas and perpetuals. Dig your 
holes sufficiently deep so that the 
junction of the rose with the stock 
comes an inch below the surface. 
Spread out the roots as far as pos- 


overlap one another, then partially 
fill in and procced with the next. If 
the removed soil should not readily | 
procure some other fine | 
mould or burnt earth to put in around | 
the roots. In other words, the first | 
lot of soil to go in around the roots 
should be the most friable so that it 
will fall in and about the roots and | 
thoroughly cover them. Having par- 
tially covered the roots, give low ot 
water, then leave to drain away, after 
which proceed to fill in more soil, then 
tread them down firmly as. possible. 
When the roses are all firmly trodden 
in, the rest of the earth may be 
shovelled in, taking care that it goes 
prog round the plant, leaving no cav- 
es, 

Do not tread this last layer of earth, 
let it He loose. It is always desirable 
to mould up newly planted roses be- | 
caulse the freshly moved earth gener- 
ally settles.

Kept in Sun 

The box can be kept outdoors in the 
sun and need only be brought indoors 
if the weather is severe. A little frost 
will not hurt them. In a week or so 
they will begin to sprout Some varie- 
ties are a little slower than others, 
so they will not all come together. Do 
not water until the sprouts are above 
ground—then by putting the box in 
water, 

When the shoot ts about an inch 
long pinch it off and it will throw out 
two shoots from the side. These wii! 
be found to be stronger than the main 
shoot, If you desire to disbud your 
sweet peas, you should only allow one 
shoot to grow. 

When you are ready to transplant to 
planting, only use decayed, never 
fresh, and take care that it does not 
come into contact with the roots, 

The main thing to remember is 
that by keeping your plants in a 
healthy condition they are not 
susceptible to insect pests and by good 
cultivation, that is planting in deeply- 
dug ground, in correct pruning, re- 
moving useless and — superfluous 
growth, allowing light, air and sun- 
shine to reach all parts of the plants, 
and in keeping the surface soil loose 
and free from weeds, the rose bushes 
will be healthy generally and when at- 
tacked wil) not suffer greatly if rem-

NEW departure in Salvage operations 

That is what the Pacific Salvage Company 

of Victoria hopes to accomplish in sending 
its vessel Salvage King to tow a disabled ship 
More than two thousand miles from Dutch Har- 
bor, in the Aleutian Islands, to Osaka, Japan, 
Balvage vessels have often gone out into the 
@cean two or three hundred miles to tow a dis 
abled ship back to port, but this occasion ia the 
first time in the history of the marine world, 
as far as can be ascertained, that a salvage 
hoat has towed a heavy ship, laden with cargo, 
a distance of more than five hundred miles, and 
to her original destination. 


Three ships within the last four months de-, 


veloped the bad habit of becoming unmanageable 
with engine trouble when about twelve hundred 
miles out on the Pacific Ocean from Victoria. 
Two of them, the Chief Maquilla and the Allo 
way, were lost, the former plunging to the bot- 
tom and the latter running on the rocks of the 
Aleutian Islands, while the third, the Havilah, 
was barely able to limp into Dutch Harbor, 
where she lay helpless for more than a month. 

She was laden with four million feet of 
lumber and was destined to the scrap yarde of 
Japan, She got nearly half-way there before 
scrious engine trouble developed, but to get far 
ther than Dutch Harbor seemed a hopeless task, 
New engines or a tow, which was first consid: 
ered, impracticable, seemed to be the only alter- 
native, 

To install new engines would not be worth 
the time and the expense, while a tow of euch a 
distance and under such conditions seemed an 
almost impossible undertaking. Where was 
there a boat which could do this job? A liner 
or regular freighter would have no time for 
such a thing, and an ordinary towing tug used 
in coast water would certainly not be large 
enough to withstand the tempestuous seas and 
terrific gales of the north Pacific in eummer, 
let alone in the middle of winter. The under: 
writers were in a quandary. To thom it looked 
as if the insurance would have to be paid to 
the owners of the disabled ship, for she was 
certainly of no use lying idle in Duteh Harbor, 

Officials of the Pacific Salvage Company of 
Victoria heard of the Havilah's plight. They had 
a vessel, emall, it is true, but powerful and 
sturdy enough to undertake such a hazardous 
job. So, with their usual aggressiveness and 
daring, these officials submitted a figure to the 
underwriters and after much dickering were 
awarded the task of towing the Havilah from 
Dutch Harbor to Osaka, 

Here was giant and Herculean undertaking! 
More so whey concrete facts were faced than 
when the job was originally planned on paper. 
A smal! ship the size of the Salvage King setting 
out on a job that would take her across the 
stormy Pacific in winter time, on a two-month 
trip, with for more than half the way a heavy 
and unwieldy freighter in tow, would be no sine- 
cure for a vessel five times the size of the Vic 
toria salvage craft. But the services of the 
Balvage King were offered, so preparations were 
{mmediately made for sea,

crew of the Havilah, Whole sides of beef were 
taken, huge hams, great eackloads of potatoes 
and other vegetables, large containers of tea and 
coffee, enough fuel oil to cruise the Pacifle for 
more than forty days, twelve thousand barre! 
in all, 

And then, when al! was ready, the trim litth 
vessel, with "hatches battened down and al 
movable accessories taken off, lipped out into 
the darkness and twelve hours later wirelessed 
the Victoria office that she was riding grea! 
Pacific swells, one hundred and fifty miles from 
Victoria, She encountered rough weather all 
during the passage to Dutch Harbor, but arrived 
there on Sunday, March 10, and two days lats 
took the Havilab in tow for Osaka. 

Weather coniiftens will depend a lot op th 
tlme it will take the Salvage King to bring 
the disabled freighter to her destination in 
Japan. Whether cr ot steam can be raised on 
the Havilab is another factor which will tend 
in making the trip a little easier Only one 
tow-line will be used, a line, however, more than 
two thousand feet in length and one made of the 
most durable rope and cable. The progress of 
the job will be wirelessed daily to the Victoria 
office, but when Osaka will be reached no one 
knows.

foolhardy to commence 

The Catala stranded tn the evening, and with 
the fall of the tide took a dangerous list to etar- 
board, looking as if she would tip over into the 
sea At any moment, Even the salvage operators 
thought that, when they first saw her, and for 
a number of days would not go aboard, There 
was the constant menace that a heavy sea or 
a particularly high tide would throw the ehip 
into the water and completely ruin the salvage 
pians, Indeed, the efforts to save the ship de 
veloped Into a race between the elements, which 
in the north are not very dependable, and the 
salvage men Seizing upon moment of 
fine weather, and even working in conditions 
which could not at all times be described aa 
pleasant, the salvage experts from Victoria won 
that race and successfully refloated the liner, 
thereby adding another laurel to their already 
famous career, 

Although the wild fancies of the ccean have 
twice in recent months cheated t!o salvage com 
pany out of what might have been gigantic 
jobs, the Salvage King on both occasions was 
fueled and provisioned for long and rough voy 
agea which would take her far out on the Pacific 
Ocean, where in the first instance the freighter 
Chief Maquilla wae fighting for her life, and in 
the second the freighter Alloway wae roamine 
around, dangerously near the rocks of Unalasku 
First word of the Chief Maquilla’s plighi 
reached Victoria one wintry afternoon in early 
December, and six hours later the Salvage King 
was steaming past Cape Flattery on the way to 
the aid of the disabled ehip, two thousand miles 
out on the endless wastes of an angry ocean. 

In preparation for this job the Salvage King 
loaded forty-five hundred barrela of fuel ol! 
sufficient for forty-five days’ full steaming 
during which time she could travel twelve thou 
sand miles, or three times across the Pacific 
Ocean. Food for thirty-five men was taken, 
and other supplies for what was eure to be # 
roughan-tumble voyage on the Pacific at tha! 
seaaaqn of the year 

But alas! When the salvage vessel waa sever 
hundred miles from Victoria, the terrifie ele- 
ments of the Pacific became too much for the 
freighter, and after wallowing arownd in tne 
trough of heavy eeas for three days ahe plunged 
to the bottom, while her crew looked en from 
the deck of a rescue ehip. The Salvage King 
was forced to turn back, the entire srev from 
the captain down bitterly disappointed that the 
sea should have claimed their prise before the 
ship reached the spot. But that trip showed the 
enterprise of the Victoria concern, and also 
proved the seaworthiness of the Salvage King, 
for, according to the crew, she waa literally “on 
her end” during the entire five daya she wae at 
sea 

Then at the beginning of Webruary eeme 
word that the Alloway had become disabled out 
on the Pacific near the Aleutian Islands, Agair 
the Salvage King was prepared for a long jou: 
ney and after a few hours’ stowing and loading 
started out for Unalaska, nearly half-way acrow: 
the e6torm-tossed Pacitic, to Japan. She wai 
only gone five houre, however, when the ownerr 
of the Alloway ordered her to return, as it was 
considered that the freighter was too near the 
rocks to be salvaged When the salvage oraf( 
arrived there, they surmised, and correctly, too 
thetr ship would be piled high and dry, betne 
pounded to her end by the ¢torms o those parts 

Again bitter dieappointment, but again thi 
enterprise of the Pacific Salvage Company wos 
shown, for the towing of the unmanageabi 
Alloway to port would surely have satisfied th« 
most thrillloving and daring of the Salvage 
King's crew.
